“‘PHE BLOOD DONOR CLINIC 


It is hard for us to realize the great urgency of the 
need for for transfusion purposes unless. we have either 
been in need of it. ourselves, or have had a patient in hospital 
whose survival depended upon prompt and adequate 
sions. Not so long ago direct oris were the only type 
generally available to the smaller hospitals, and when the need 
for a transfusion developed, the call was issued to the rela- 
tives, friends and neighbors were summoned and those who 
felt they could make the trip to the hospital, where they were 
typed and if their type was suitable, made their contribution. 


The whole process, which required quite a bit of organiz- 
ation, took a considerable amount of time, and resulted in 
heavy cost and no small amount of inconvenience. However 
the time feature was perhaps the most serious, for, if the pa- 
tient were in urgent need the delay might place serious handi- 
caps on the efficiency of the transfusion. 


_ Today the Alberta Division of the Canadian Red Cross 
has surmounted practically every obstacle in the way of quick 
and efficient transfusion services. Hospitals throughout the 
province and kept supplied with quantities of blood plasma 
the different types, and replacement supplies are available 
quickly when demanded. The plasma is supplied free of charge 
which relieves patients of heavy charges for blood donors. 


In order 'to provide this service, which is available for 
you and for your family, Alberta Red Cross depends upon the 
voluntary contributions given at blood donor clinics in the 
cities and at various points throughout the province. 


A blood donor clinic is slated for Wainwright on Tuesday, 
September 19th.

° TWO IMPORTANT STEPS 


Two important steps have been made or are in the making 
in connection with livestock raising in this area. With the dec- 
laration of the Municipal District of Wainwright as a Bovine 
Tuberculosis restricted area, and the promise of its early being 
declared a Bovine Brucellosis (Bang’s) restricted area, the 
efforts and hopes of a number of years have been brought to 
a successful culmination. 


The establishment of the area, while it will without ques- 
tion cost farmers a certain amount in loss of animals, will, in, 
the long run result in great advantages. 


Not the least of the advantages offered is the security of 
human health. Both tuberculosis and undulant fever in hu- 
mans find their likely -origin in infected livestock; and it ap- 
pears that these diseases are generally communicated through 
the milk supply, Home pasteurization of all milk might elimin- 
ate this danger, but this is a troublesome and rather imprac- 
tical way to approach the problem as a whole. The careful test- 
ing of all stock and the elimination, gradual’ or otherwise of 
infected animals provides the only .sure means of protecting 
ourselves and our families. 


But human health is not the whole story. Healthy animals 
are thrifty animals, and thrifty animals give greatest possible 
returns for the feed and labor involved in their raising Good 
health among our livestock will produce greater cash returns. 
Our community stands to benefit in both ways from this new 
and valuable steps which are being taken. 

The Bovine Brucellosis restricted area will be set up only 
on the basis of compulsory vaccination of calves, which will 
build up a livestock population which is immune to Bang’s. 
We have been assured by those who know that calfhood vac- 
cination does not injure the health of the calf which is vaccin- 
ated. 


THOSE DRIVER’S TESTS 

Unfortunately The Star-Chronicle was not informed of 
the date of the driver’s tests which are scheduled for Wain- 
wright tonight in time to have that date published in our last 
issue. Consequently many will not receive this information in 
time. However, those in town will no doubt have read their 
paper, and it is hoped that all who can will come out and take 
the tests, and view the motion pictures, so that you will not 
only gain information. as to safe driving practise, but will also 
have an opportunity to discover whether any of your own 
driving reactions are faulty, 


With a growing accident rate all over the country (includ- 
ing this area), it appears that much closer attention must. be 
paid to driving practices. There is nothing good about an auto- 
mobile accident, no matter how slight, and when it comes to the 
more serious accidents the involvements snowball rapidly. 
Of course a fatality is the most serious, and here one may 
not only run into a lot of legal involvements which result in 
great discomfort of mind and cost in cash and time; but may 
leave a terrible feeling of responsibility, a feeling which may 
finger for a lifetime. But even the lesser accidents may prove 
very costly in suffering and cash, and while most motorists car- 
ry pretty adequate insurance, even this cannot relieve the 
suffering, nor pay the entire loss incurred. 

Only by rigorously putting into practice safe driving 
principles, and cautiously shunning careless habits, by driving 
at speeds which ‘our own ability and the condition of our ve- 
hicle, and driving conditions in general indicate, can we hope 
to reduce the incident of accidents. 

The driver tests which will be conducted at this point will 
help any driver who takes them to get a picture ol his own 
physical ability, and « little common sense will indicate to him 
the driving conditions as, affected by light, general road con- 
ditions and the condition of his own vehicle. 

Adding these together, and using a little judgement, any 
person on the road will be in a much safer position, and while 
nothing can completely eliminate accidents, their frequency 

and their seriousness should be much reduced.

The Labour Equity 
In Manufacture 


Recently we argued that it was the 
development of the machine and its 
use by industry, rather than the pres- 
sure of. union personnel or officials, 
that made labor’s gains possible. Had 
there been no way of making work ef- 
fort produce more, no amount of. agi- 
tation could have made industrial ben~ 
efits possible. 'Had industry been as 
selfish as some of its critics aver it 
could have stalled every advance of 


‘labor by refusing to use the machines 


that made further progress possible, 
and could have argued that the risks 


involvea were too great, Instead it fol- | 


lowed the opposite course, So, the work 


‘ler who in 1900 was able to produce 


goods. to the value of $1,271, in 1948, 
working shorter hours and expending 
less energy, could produce goods val- 
ued at $10,274. In each year he receiv- 
ed an average of approximately 21.4 
percent of the value of the goods. But, 
where in 1900 that worked out as an 
annual average income of $272, in 1948 
it had grown to an average of $2,080. 

All this we have said before. We re- 
peat it for the .benefit of some critics 
who are always eager to pounce on 
some half-argument—like the 20 per- 
cent figure—to make it appear that 
vapital retains the 80 percont remains: 
aer. We doubt if such critics are be- 
ing quite frank or honest. The 20. per 
cent, as they might readily see, is the 
worker’s proportion of the value add- 
ed by manufacture in the one opera- 
tion’ in which they are engaged—say 
turning steel into automobiles. They 
should be fully aware that what is a 
raw material of one industry is the 
finished product of another, To pro- 
duce the finished steel plates that the 


mine iron ore and coal and various 
fluxes. Other workers must tfansport 
these commodities from mines to mills 
where the ore is fabricatea into steel 
plates. for automobiles. Someone must 
distribute these cars, house them, ad- 
vertise them and sell.them, and eyery 
single operation in this chain carries 


approximately the same percentage of 
| wages, It would be closer to the truth 
to say that of the values added by all 
manufactures the worker gets close to 
|50 percent, 

| Then what happens to the remaining 
150 percent? Well, aside from the cost 
lof raw materials, there remains the 
| essentials ef produection—electric pow- 
ler, oil, coal, gas;#lubricants, supplies, 


handling, transportation. Here again 
labor gets its cut. Such charges repre- 
sent about 10 percent of the value add- 
jed by manufacture. Then there are 
| taxes. Fhey might average about $ per- 
cent of these added values. They pro-

Parliament, hastily assembled to 
deal with the national crisis of.the rail 
strike, wasted no time. Despite differ- 
ences of opinion on what should, be 
done, it had the railways back at work 
almost 36 hours after it assembled. 


Called Tuesday, the members got the 


low-down on the government's plan 
to end the strike, They studied the mat 
ter overnight, resumed sittings Wed- 
nesday morning, and went without 
lunch or supper in-an effort which cul- 
minated by 10 p.m. EDT that day with 
royal assent for the government bill 


.}and an immediate back-to-work order 


from the union leaders. 

The quick action starte sporta- 
tion moving on 40,000 mies of steel— 
the backbone of the nation, and sent 
the telegraph keys a-jingle as the two 
main union leaders, Frank Hall and A. 
R. Mosher, broadcast over a CBC net- 


work the return-to-work order. 
They made sure it was followed by 


using an undisclosed but previously- |: 


arranged, code word in their broadcast. 

It was probably Canada’s most cost- 
ly strike. It involved 125,000 workers 
on strike, and another‘70,225 in various 
other industries were laid off because 
of it. Total .number of man-hours, 
while not available at this writing, was 
probably greater during the nine-day 
strike than in any other single labor 
upheaval in history. 

Unions Happy ' 

Union leaders called off the strike 

after a day in which théy sat deter- 
minedly in the Commons galleries and 
watched an intricate series of political 
moves on the floor of the House. Final 
passage of the bill left them relatively 
happy, since new amendments intro- 
duced by Prime Minister St. Laurent 
during the day softened provisions as 
|far as labor was concerned. In their 
broadcast, they tol4 Canada in general 
bey labor in particular .that they had 
made “distinct gains.” 
The snowballing effects of the strike 
had spread into the country’s economy 
generally, bringing on the closing of 
industrial plants in various parts of 
the country, shutting off a large section 
}of public travel, and causing the losa 
of some fruit and vegetable crops. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent told tae 
; Commons that the impact of the strike 
| was growing every hour, and many 
|members saiq that prolongation of the 
stoppage could bring on national dis- 
aster. 

The government's legislation, intro- 
duced as soon as the fonmalities of op- 
ening the special session could be pur- 
ed away, called for the strikers to go 
back to work within 48 hours after 
passage. 

It contains a clause calling for com- 
pulsory arbitration of differences be- 
tween labor and management, and this 
clause was modified considerably as 
parliament worked over the passage of 
the bill. 

In its final form, the measure en- 
sures that the employees and railways 
| must go at least as far in their final 
‘ settlement offers as they offered ‘n 

the negotiations that broke down Aug 

26. This means the workers get an im- 

mediate increase of four cents an hour.

Feeding Tests On 
_ Cattalo 

A recent press release from Many- 
berries Range Station outlines the pro- 
. gress made with the % cross Cattalo 
feeders in comparison with domestic 
cattle. ; 

; Briéfly the cattalo ate less feed and 
’ made less gain than domestic steers. 
* On a 184 day feeding trial the cattalo 
; gained about 1.70 pounds a day while 
the domestics gained 2.29 pounds per 
@ay. The grain consumption per 100 
pounds gain for cattalo was 652 as 
compared with 577.6 pounds for dom- 
estics. 

The dressing percentage of the group 
of cattalo was over 60% while the 
domestics were 69.4%. One of the rea- 
sons for this being that the average 
weight for paunch and intestines in 


& 


cattalo was about 30 pounds less than 
in the case of domestics. This fact of 
smaller capacity may have something 
to do with the slower gains of the cat- 
talo. 

The Cattalo calves of both sexes 
made significantly lower daily gains, 
ate less feed per day, required more 
feea per 100 pounds gain in weight and 
had a significantly higher dressing 


‘|percentage than any other groups on 
feed. The domestic calves graded high- 


‘er because of better finish, made sig- 
nificantly higher daily gains than any 
ther group, and were the most econ- 
fomical in the use of their feed. 


These are the results of. the first 
years feeding tests. Possibly when the 
‘cattalo get more adapted to their new 
‘quarters at Manyberries they will be 
Able to show better results than they 
have this year.

T.B. Restricted Area 


The first hurdle has been cleared. 
The Municipal District of Wainwright 
No. 61 has been declared a Bovine Tu- 
berculosis Restricted Area. Testing has 
commenced on the eastern portion ot 
the district along the Saskatchewan 
border. At the time'of writing there 
havé been some 1000 head tested and 
found free. The testing is done by the 
Dominion Government free of charge 
to the farmers. The only obligation the 
farmer has is to co-operate with the 
Veterinary Inspector when called upon 
to ao so. When notified of the day the 
Inspector will visit the district, the 
farmer must have his cattle at the 
buildings or corrals, and sufficient help 
available to secure the cattle from es- 
caping when injected. : / 


The most effective means of securing 
the cattle is a chute several feet long 
but only wide enough for a large cow 
to squeeze through. As the animal is 
injected at the tail-head and ear tag- 
ged a fairly substantial chute or pen 
is essential. Milk cows and other barn 
animals can be tested while tied in the 
barn. A chute or pen of this description 
will be essential for calfvcod vaccina- 
tion of heifer calves against Bang's 
Disease or Bovine Brucellosis. Due to 
the large number of catile to be dono | 
and the short period of time to do it 
in, it will be very important that farm- 


'ers have their chutes and pens in good 


jrepair as soon as possiile.

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September is the month for freezing 
your beans, broccoli, brussel sprouts, 
corh, peppers and: squash.

Did you know that the reason you do 
not use iodizeg or free-running salt in 
your pickles is that the chemicals in 
iodized and free-running salts cause a 
bitter taste in the pickles? 

If not enough salt is used in 
pickle brine the pickles will be soft or 
slippery; if too much salt is used they 
may shrivel ang become tough. 

It isn’t necessary to put wax on top 
of pickles, just seal the jar tightly. 
Tips-For Decorating

Push your furniture back to opén up 
the center of the room.

‘Insecticides For 
Fly Control - 


Although thé fly control program 
must depend on good sanitary prac-+ 
tice, the use of proper insecticides aids 
materially. W. Lopvay, Supervisor of 
Crop Protection, Alberta Department 
of Agriculture’ says that for best re- 
sults, insecticides ‘shoulg be wisely 
chosen and properly applied. Suitable 
insecticides for, destruction -of the 
house fly are DDT, Methoxyclor, Chior 
dane, and Dieldrin. 


DDT: .This is a good residual spray 
for use in spraying fences, hog pens, | 
outside walls of dairy barns, stable, 
poultry houses, garbage cans and man- 
ure piles, Use 1 ib. of 50% DDT wett- 
able powder or 1 quart 25 per cent 
DDT emulsion concentrate to make 3 
gallons of spray. When applying DDT 
in the house, use Only the oil solutions 
that have been prepared with water- 
| white, odorless kérosene. Other pre- 
parations may cause streaking of the 
treated surfaces. 

METHOXYCHLOR: There is some 
indication that the use of DDT invol- 
ves a potential hazard when used on 
dairy animals, in milk rooms, or in 
rooms where dairy feed is stored. Use 
methoxychlor instead of DDT in such 
places. Methoxychlor is available as 
50 per cent wettable powder or 25 per 
for emulsion con ape. It should be

Results on fly coa- 
trol have been outstanding and much 
greater use of this material is antici- 
pated.» 

' Mr. Lobay recommends that in us-

, the surface treated should be thor- 
| oughly wetted to a point of run-off but 
no further, One gallon of mixed spray 
|solution should cover about 600 square 
feet of surface.

Prevent Harvest 
Losses 


Just as important as growing a good 
crop is the efficient harvesting of that 
crop. C. A, Cheshire, Agricultural En- 
gineer, Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture, reminds us that there are sev- 
eral opportunities for losses to creep 
in at this time, whether you use a 
binder, straight combine, or swather. 
One of the first, and a usually large 
loss, is that at the cutter bar. Incor- 
rectly adjusted reels shatter seed bad- 
ly. This is especially true in straight 


some of the forage seeds such as creep- 
ing red fescue and crested wheat grass. 
The sole purpose of the reel is to 
guide the crop onto the table and to 
support it while the knife goes its work 


| Other causes of cutter bar losses area 


Mull knife sections, worn ledger plates, 
and bent guards. Check these parts to 
see that they are opérating efficiently 

With the swather, relatively large 
losses often occur due to part of the 
swath falling to the ground. Altering.

The unions gaineqa in that parilia 
ment decided that the four cents will 
be applicable to hotel and water-trans- 
port employees of the railway com- 
panies, who were excluded from the 
general terms of settlement offered by 
the railways in negotiations,.’The com- 
panies had propoged for these workers 
an increase of two per cent, 

The disputants now are left to argue 
out these major points; 


1—The railways offer the five-day, 
40-hour week as of Sept. 1, 1951, wilh 
no loss in take-home pay from the pre- 
sent 48 hours.’ The unions want that 
arrangement as of June, 1961, but 
would concede a three-month, transi- 
tional period in which no ovértime 
would be paid up to 48 hours a week, 

2—The railways offer an_ increase 
of four cents an hour starting at once. 
The unions want seven cents an hour, 
retroactive to last June 1, 

$.—The question of inclusion of the 
hotel and water transport employees 
in a general settlement, which appa. - 
ently is not yet settled. 

In its debate, Parliament did a con- 
siderable amount of manoeuvreing cn 
the government's ‘proposals. Two 
amendments by. the Progressive Con- 
servatives were beaten back: one 
would have scrapped the government 
bill and set up a national administra- 
tor of railways pending a setUleméent 
by collective bargaining. The second 
would have eliminated the clause lay+ 
ing down compulsory arbitration in te 
event of failure of the two parties to 
reach a settlement in the prescribed 
period. The period, as amendegq by par- 
liament, is 30 days, but may be ex-

Improve Corn 


Chicago — Plant breeders aren't 
through improving hybrid corn yet, | 
though they've been at it for several 
décades, . 

At the University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture, for instance, they are 
working on a half dozen fronts: 

In producing hybrid seed corn, it has 
been necessary to remove the corn 
plant's tassel. The detasseling job costs 
around $1,500,000 a year in Illinois 
alone. But now plant physiologists 
think they soon will eliminate detassel 
ing from the American farm scene. 

On another front, growing tall corn 
looks and sounds fine, but it is diffi- 
cult and costly to harvest the crop by 
machine. If the ear could be grown at 
; about knee length, combining could 
‘take place in the fiel@ as small grains 
are reaped. 


The plant men have about 25 muta- 
tions now in which the ear grows close 
to the ground. Their problem is to in- 
troduce this factor into present: high- 
yielding hybrids. 

Then there is the search for hybrid 
strains which will be tolerant or re- 
sistant to plant diseases, unappetizing 
to corn borers and other enemies. 

Another attempt concerns producing 
a corn plant which will bear many 
ears instead of only one of twa, 

Oil Content 

And finally; the scientists are trying 
to change and specialize the contents 
of the corn kernels themselves. They 
want a corn which is tailored for a high 
oil content, another with a low oil con- 
tent; another with a high protein con- 
tent, and still another with a low pro- 
tein content. Each of these would have 


— 


particular uses in making feed and in 
processing. 

Of these the one advance which 
seems most likely soon in the eyes of 
the college’s plant experts is the end-

Still New Deal For The 


When pioneers started to tlear land, 
they usually sought right away to 
drain any swamp they found on their 
property, clear away the shrubbery 
that covered it and turn the reclaimed 
land into a field. 

They argued that, from a_ farming 
standpoint, the swamp in its natural 
state was waste land. They said, too, 
that often the swamp had formed part 
of an ancient riverbed and its black | 
earth was capable of producing good 


crops. 
! 
The farmers of today are coming to 


deal differently. with the swamp land | 
that remains. They preserve it as an 
asset to their property. j 

The new attitude toward the swamp 
stems from recent interest in | con-| 
servation, which includes protection of | 
wild life, checking of soil erosion and 
the prevention of damaging spring 
floods. 


beén going on for a couple of years. 

The goal is to produce a sterile male 
hybrid corn plant. The method is to 
spray a chemical over the whole plant, 
well before the tasseling stage, say 
when growth has reached 30. to 40 in- 
ches.

War On Rats

Boaters Spend Night 


to the People|0nManitou Island 


Since my last contribution appeared 
in this newspaper a serious stoppage 
of services of railways all across Can- 
ada occurred ang as‘a result of this a 
Special Session of Parliament was call 
ed on August 29th at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 


It would appear that certain railroad 
workers have been negotiating with the 
respective companies faf the past four- 
teen months to obtain: hetter pay and 
shorter working hours and as. they 
were unable to conclude negotiations 
the unions decided to call a strike at 
6 a.m.'‘on August 22nd. In spite of ev- 
erything that could be done by both 
sides ang with the assistance of a me- 
diator appointed by the government nd 
satisfactory settlement ‘could be arriv- 
ed at and sharp at 6 o'clock on the 22nd 


of August all trains ceased to operate | 


and in addition all telegraph and hotel 
services were also at a standstill, 


As soon as the Government discover- 
ed that a tie-up was in effect the Prime 
Minister summoned Parliament and as 
a result of this summons a very large 
percentage of the members, particular- 
ly those from distant points, booked 
the different airlines, and 
by the morning of the 29th practically 
100 percent of the membership arrived 
in Ottawa. 

The Session was called at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon and the shortest speech 
from the Throne on record was read by 
the Governor General in the Senate 
Chamber after which the House of Com 
mons got right down to business and 
immediately Bill No, 1 known as the 
Maintenance of Railway Operations 
Act was introduced. 

Arrangements were made immediat- 
ely for the to sit three times u 
day during the Session and as a result 
of the co-operation of all parties the 
Bill was passed and given Royal As- 
sent just after 10 o'clock on Wednes- 
day evening. During the discussion of 
the Bill in all its stages the leaders of 
the labour unions cdncerned sat in the 
gallery and on occasion gave a 
statement to the press that if it be- 
came law for the workers to return to 
work they would obey the law, conse- 
quently 1 was awakened early on 
Thursday morning by one of the first 
trains moving at 8:30 ang I believe 
many trains throughout Canada were 
also moving very shortly. after that 
time and almost complete service was 
resumed before the close of that first 
day. 

The Bill provided that the workers 
should return to work and within thir- 
ty days after work commenced the 
railroad’s representatives should con- 
fer with the union heads and continue 
negotiations. If terms had not been 
agreed upon at the end of 30 days, the 
Cabinet could on application from 
both parties extend the time. If the 
parties failed to come to an agreement 
within that time the legisiqtion provid, 
ed that the Government appoint an 4r- 
bitrator whose decision’ would be final 
and binding on both parties. The leg- 
islation also made it clear that neither 
party could withdraw from offers they 
had made the periog of nego- 
tiation and I understand that negotia-

are excellent for use in chili sauce. 

Many recipes for chili sauce have 
been tested in Canada’s Kitchen and 
several were considered excellent. 
Some that were tested of course were 
variations on the regular recipe, using 
various ingredients. Another was called 
uncooked chili sauce and, as the name 
suggests, is really an uncooked pickle. 
The colour and flavour of this chili 
sauce was particularly good and some 
housewives will want to make up at 
least one batch for later use. Care 
should be taken to follow directions 
carefully and sterilized, Air-tight seal- 
ers should be used as containers. This 
type doés not keep so well as the cook- 
ed variety and so should be used early 
in the season. 

One type of chili sauce tested may be 
cooked either on top of the stove or in 
the oven. This method will be appre- 
ciated by most housewives since the 
sauce is out of the way and very little 
stirring is required except during the 
last hour of cooking. For making the 
full recipe, the home economists used 
an enamel roaster (9 x 16 inches) and 
the raw mixture was 2 inches deep. By 
the time the sauce was finished, the 
volume had decreased and the mixture 
was about 1 inch deep. The whole re- 
cipe yielded about 4 pints sauce. 


, Oven Chili Sauce 
7 lb, tomatoes (about 36 medium) 
56 medium onions (2% cups chopped) 
2 sweet red peppers (% cup chopped 
2 cups diced celery (%4 inch) 
1% sticks cinnamon (4 inches) 
1% teaspoons whole cloves 
1% téaspoons whole allspice 
1 small, dried chili. pepper

, to boil on tep of stove, then place in a 


slow oven, 300 degrees F., and cook un- 
til thick about 8 to 3% hours. Stir oc- 
easionally during the last hour of cook 
ing. Remove spice bag and pour into 
hot, sterilized sealers and’ seal, Store 
in a cool, dry place. ¥ield; about 4 pint 
sealers. 

If desired, this chili sauce may be 
cooked slowly on top of the stove for a- 
bout two hours.
